A new north star flashes to greet Nineteen-Fifty-Nine as the little new year - 
peeps over the icy rim of the world, and becomes the forty=ninth in the galaxy rep~ 


resenting the States in the revised design of Old Glory unveiled in a White House 
ceremony last week. 


From far "down under" comes word that Little America, the last of the Antarctic

The Soviet Union announces that its l}-ton cosmic rocket has overshot the moon 
and is entering into orbit around the sun. United States scientists forecast that 
it will eventually return to earth=-~but this may take hundreds of years and it is 
unlikely anyone will know when the event occurs.

The fate of four Britons who attempted a balloon voyage across the Atlantic,vhich 
became a front-page mystery as the old year ran out, was solved today when they were 
found floating at sea in the gondola of their craft, Small World, after covering 
1,800 miles in the air and were taken to Barbados, their original target; --which 
brings this survey, after a long swing from pole to pole and an awesome flight 
through outer space, very close to home for a look at what goes on across the back 
fence where the sizzling, revolutionary tempers of our Cuban neighbors are sending 
the thermometer up to blazing noonday heat.

“HIGH NOON&** was the alert flashed by a cartoon carried in the edition of the 
Qakland Tribune that hit the streets at about that hour on November 4, 1958, The 


pictured showdown between trigger-happy personifications of the Republican and 
Democratic parties had no need to elaborate on the borrowed title. "or a generation 
of television-viewers, steeped in the lore of Restless Gun, Have Gun--Will Travel, 
Gunsmoke, The Fastest Gun Alive and the like, the magic words High Noon instantly 
open the long vista of Main Street, Frontier Town, U.S.A. upon a familiar scene: the 
street deserted--so hastily have the more-or-less innocent bystanders taken to 
cover=-save for two mortal enemies, who menacingly advance from opposite directions 
with hands at holsters and ready for the draw, and the Spectre of Death that stands 
between them. 

This avenue of gunplay, pounding hoofs and choking dust is the longest--running 
a good three-quarters of a century into the past-~and the most photographed street 
in the world. It is the old "Western Street! at Universal Studios, down which 
Bill Hart, Hoot Gibson, Tom Mix, Ken Maynard, Harry Carey and Buck Jones rode to 
fame before the heyday of television, It is the main road through the town of 
Medicine Bow, Wyoming in the roaring 1880's as described by Owen Wister in The 
Virginian, where a book-long feud destined for settlement: at High Noon on page 481 
ds triggered on page 28 when our hero whips out his pistol, leans across the card 
table and in deadly-level tones delivers to Trampas the famous ultimatum: "When you 


galt me that, smile."* It is Fremont Street in Tombstone, Arizona, flanked by Flyts 


two-story frame photograph studio and various adobe buildings that offered conven- 
ient sanctuary to timid souls fleeing the celebrated gunfight at the 0.K. Corral 
between the Clanton-McLowery gang and the Earp-Doc Holliday team led by Marshal 
Wyatt Earp, who was reputed to be able to ‘shoot the whiskers off a mosquito", It 
now merges with the legislative thoroughfare of Washington, D. C. into which newly- 
elected liberals, trigger-happy and flushed with "Democratic" victory at the polls, 
are riding for the opening of the 86th Congress next Wednesday, bent upon exercising 

what they regard as a mandate to push the forcible integration of blacks and 
whites, complete the destruction of States’ rights, wipe out the last-ditch safe- 
guard of unlimited Senatorial debate, and otherwise do the will of the hidden enem- 
des of our Republic whom they wittingly or unwittingly serve. 

In the course of three-quarters of a century the Street has suffered a stealthy 
invasion that has drastically altered the tenor of its community life and the racial 
composition of its controlling element.
